1 have been with Skorzeny and Mayalds an another occasion and they appear 
to be exceptionally good friends, 

2, 1 do know that prior to ny arrival at Skorzeny 1 a house, he was 
visited by several other people. Their names 1 am not aware of other than 
a man naoelTYRISS, Tomorrow evening he will have dinner with EdTKNOBLAUGH 
at Horchers restaurant in company with a representative of Ringling 
Brothers Bamum and 8ailey Circus. Said representative he thought to be 
John Rlngling’-North, (Note* Your guess is as good as mine jf .tingling 
plana to use Skorzeny in a side ahu?/,; 

3, As per Instructions, 1 queried Skorzeny on the subject matter 
contained in paragraph 4, ny mono to you, 24 September. Z told him that 
his helping us would mean a greit feather in his cap and he could no doubt 
be helped in some manner by ay Government* He appeared to be most appre- 
ciative, however, he stated ha was extremely concerned with the safety and 
well-being of all in embers Involved in this particular espionage ring. 
Therefore, he reiterated once again that he must wait a little while longer 
until he has positive proof . Feeling like ourselves, he (foes not want to 
make a costly blunder and therefore be is moving slowly. 

4, I then info nnd him that once he had the infonnation, would that . 

he advise me, 1 can have an area expert here in Madrid within 24 hours, 
(Note: 1 oust say this rather pleased the old boy.) I have mentioned on 

several occasions SKorzeny'a plan which changes in aetbod from time to time 
yet remains ideologically the same regarding the possibility and feasibility 
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of establishing some form of a German training cadre here in Spain, 
composed of, no doubt, his ex-cohorts, Rumania, Italy, Germany, etc. 

He explained he had prepared a similar plan some time ago, however, he 
never knew just who had received hi& plan and what happened to it in 
the end. Apparently, this plan was placed in the hands of one Kdgar 
‘•SMITH, American engineer, who was here in Spain for a brief period as 
an advisor to the Spanish Air Force installing electric equijvaent at 
Spanish bases. 1 informed Skorseny if ho was genuinely sincere about 
helping us, and I cited the *apy ring* 1 nature of our earlier talks, I 
would help him resubmit hie plan directly to Washington and see to it 
that it gets in the ri^ht hands' but I could not vouch for its acceptance.
